1. Title I Grants - ARRA 

Project Description: Title I funds are used in accordance with the authorizing program statute under 

the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (ESEA), as amended by the No Child Left 

Behind Act (NCLB) of 2001.  The ARRA Title I Grant funds three Title I grant programs for LEAs: 

a) Title I, Part A - Funds provide concentrations of students from low-income families with 

high-quality education that will enable all children to meet the state student performance 

standards. Title I, Part A, supports campuses in implementing either a school-wide 

program or a targeted assistance program. Funds are awarded to LEAs, and LEAs 

must comply with all corresponding program requirements, conditions for grant award, 

and provisions and assurances for the Title I, Part A, programs.

Project Description: The ARRA, Title XIV, State Fiscal Stabilization Fund (SFSF) is for the purpose 

of restoring education funding for the support of elementary, secondary, and post-secondary 

education; for early childhood education programs, as applicable; and for services to improve 

student achievement.  Funds are awarded to LEAs and may be used for activities authorized under 

one or more of the following Acts: Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (ESEA), the 

Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA), the Adult and Family Literacy Act, or Carl D. 

Perkin’s Career and Technical Education Act of 2006.  Funds may also be used for modernization, 

renovation, or repair of public school instructional facilities.  TEA awarded the SFSF grant program 

through two grants: Title XIV, SFSF – ARRA (Year 1) for the 2009-2010 school year and Title XIV, 

SFSF – ARRA (Year 2) for the 2010-2011 school year.
